dence was n {flied at Old H sshinftM * 
un-the-Brazos March 2, 1836, 
and 
there

around tho ancient and almost de 
sci ted town that are of vital interest 
to the students of history. 
In addi­ 
tion to being the birthplace of an in­ 
dependence, th# constitution of the 
Republic of Texas was framed and 
adopted at Washington, and it was 
twice the cap ted of the Republic. 
The last congress was held in June, 
1846, at Washington, and it adopt­ 
ed the resolution passed by the Unit­ 
ed States congress admitting texas 
to the union. 
So the old town is in 
reality the cradle and the tomb et 
the Republic of Texas. 
Site Now a State Park. 
The great h atorical importance of 
the place has bien fully recognised 
in the est iblishtnent of W Billington 
Park by tic State of Texas, 
it will 
be remembered that Sam D. W. Low 
of Brenham, then representative of 
the Sixty-ninth District, 
had a bill 
passed by the Thirty-fourth legisla­ 
ture carrying w th it an appropria­ 
tion of $ 10,000 for the purchase and 
maintenance of the park; and that 
Governor J. E* Ferguson personally 
purchase d fifty acres of the ground 
for the State of Texas, which includ­ 
ed the 
site 
of Elder N. T. Byars’ 
blacksmith shop where the declara­ 
tion was signed. 
Thirty acres are 
in the park and twenty acres face 
the river front 
Under the supervis on of Sam D. 
W. Low, improvement were begun at 
once, and a substantial and attrac­ 
tive wire fence was built, with a 
broad entrance inscribed "Washing­ 
ton Park.” A handsome boulder of 
Texas gray granite was placed, and 
it bears the following inscript on: 
‘‘Purchase of washington 
Park, 
March 2, lh 16, just eighty years a l­ 
ter Texas independence, by the fol­ 
lowing committee: James E. Fergu-^ 
son, governor; Ben F. Looney, attor­ 
ney general; J, A. Owens, superin 
tendent of public grounds asd build­ 
ings; Paul D. Page, senator 
from 
Bastrop; Sim D. W. Low, member 
of lower house. 
The first monument on the spot 
was erected by the school children 
of Washington county, at the sugges­ 
tion of E. W. Tarrant, superinten­ 
dent of the Brenham public schools. 
and was unveiled by the children on 
Apr I 21, 1900; and it recites that 
"Here a Nation Was Born.”
